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‘Wicked and 
dishonest’ 
bank worker 
( 60 ) is jailed 
for two years 


A BANK employee 
who helped herself 
to £17,000 belong¬ 
ing to elderly, 
vulnerable cust¬ 
omers was branded 
“a wicked, dish¬ 
onest woman” by a 
judge at Cardiff 
Crown Court, who 
jailed her for two 
years. 

Anne Peterson (60) 
had shown no remorse 
for her behaviour, said 
Judge Stephen Hopkins 
QC, even claiming 
wrongly that other 
members of staff, 
including a manager, had 
been involved in a 
conspiracy against her. 

Peterson of Somerset 
Road East, Barry, had 
been found guilty of four 
charges of fraud, 
committed when she 
worked at Lloyds Bank 
in Holton Road, Barry. 

The court heard that

Peterson, who had 40 
years’ experience, had 
admitted a previous 
offence of fraud, said she 
was advised that if she 
pleaded guilty on that 
occasion, she would 
receive a suspended 
sentence and not go to 
prison. 

In the present case, 
said prosecutor Ieuan 
Bennett, Peterson forged 
withdrawal slips and 
diverted bank statements 
to cover her tracks. 

Peterson had denied 
the fraud charges and 
said she never targeted 
elderly people. 

The judge told her she 
had been convicted on 
“the most compelling 
evidence.” 

He said he had 
observed her throughout 
the trial and she had 


shown not a hint of 
remorse and conducted 
herself in a “cold, 
arrogant way and 
showing no victim 
empathy at all.” 

He accepted she had 
financial difficulties 
which was her motive, 
probably brought about 
by her husband’s serious 
ill health. 

He added: “You are a 
wicked, dishonest 
woman and you stole 
from two elderly 
customers.” 

He read 23 references 
which he said spoke of 
her in “glowing terms”. 
But, he said, she alone 
was to blame and only an 
immediate custodial 
sentence was 

appropriate. 

He said there was a 
double breach of trust for 
persistent offending and 
the blaming of others.

The multi-million 
pound road that is not 
needed, says council 


T HE Welsh 
Government 
have sub¬ 
mitted a detailed 
planning 
application to the 
Vale Council to 
build what is 
known as the 
Northern Access 
Road. 

Originally in 2009, 
this road was planned to 
take heavy military 
transport as part of the 
Metrix development at 
MoD St Athan, which 
has since been cancelled. 

The proposed new 
road has been amended, 
but nevertheless calls for 
yet another junction on 
the Llantwit Major by¬ 
pass and will cut through 
the green fields and open 
countryside on the 
outskirts of the village of 
Llanmaes. 

Coun Tim Fowler, 
chairman of Llanmaes 
Community Council, 
told The GEM: “We 
welcome the 
employment prospects 
the Aston Martin 
development may bring 
to the area, but we 
seriously question the 
need for this new road. 
“The Welsh 

Government contend the 
road is to service the 
planned Aerospace 
Business Park and 
particularly refers to the 
Aston Martin 


development. 

However, we have 
written evidence from 
Aston Martin that a new 
road is not an integral 
part of the deal to bring 
the new factory here and 
they have never pressed 
for it. 

“We are left with a 
proposal to build a 
multi-million pound road 
that is not a requirement 
for Aston Martin and 
may never be necessary 
if new developments for 
the Business Park cannot 
be secured.” 

Llanmaes Community 
Council, St Athan 
Community Council and 
Llantwit Major Town 
Council have all made 
representations to the 
Welsh Government 
questioning the need for 
such an intrusive 
development and have 
argued the improvement 
of the existing Eglwys 
Brewis road could be 
completed in a shorter 
time scale, will be less 
disruptive and intrusive 
to the area, and will cost 
considerably less. 

In the past, when 
RAF St Athan was fully 
operational, there were 
many thousands of 
service personnel and 
civilians living in the 
area travelling daily to 
St Athan and the existing 
road network served the 
area perfectly well. 

The Welsh 

Government have been 
asked on numerous 


occasions but have failed 
to provide a detailed cost 
analysis and business 
case. 

There seems to be a 
determination to build 
this road, but local 
opinion is that the 
existing updated 
infrastructure is more 
than sufficient for the 
business needs. 

Llanmaes Community 
Council will continue to 
object to this road 
through the planning 
process and would urge 
residents to look at the 
plans (Planning 
Application No. 
2017/00564/FUL) and 
make their views known 
to the Vale Planning 
Committee before 
millions of pounds are 
spent on what may 
become an expensive 
‘white elephant’ and will 
leave a permanent scar

Mr Buxton said: “I am 
deeply humbled by the

“On the other hand, 
we have the council- 
owned Nell’s Point 
public toilets that have 
been allowed, over 
decades by the same 
council, to fall into such 
a state of disrepair that 
they are bound, in their 
present state to be 
dangerous. 

“This is a supposedly 
beautiful Victorian 
building of special 


historic interest that has 
grade-two listed status. 
There are very strict 
rules about how one can 
alter a listed building. 
Are there no rules about 
maintaining it and not 
allowing it to become 
derelict? 

“The way the 
building has been 
allowed to deteriorate is 
nothing less than 
vandalism by neglect 
and apathy. 

“If people want to 
talk about ‘eyesores’ 
they need look no 
further - and we won’t 
mention the current 
fracas of the 
‘gasification facility’ 
currently being built by 
Biomass UK at 
Woodham Road, some 
350 yards from people’s 
homes. 

“How many sets of 
planning regulations are 
there? It seems there are 
more than one. A set for 
Mr Danter, a set for 
what the Vale Council is 
allowed to get away 
with not doing and yet 
another set for Biomass 
UK who seem to think 
they can do as they 
please. 

“The council’s stance 
strikes me as being just 
a tad hypocritical; my 
view is that Mr Danter 
deserves to be given the 
‘Freedom of the 
Borough’.”

Probus club is told that our Sun’s 
story has no happy ending! 


ON June 20, David Powell, 
MBE, made a welcome 
return visit to address 
members of Dinas Powys 
Probus Club on ‘The Birth, 
Life and Death of the Sun’. 

The sun, our nearest star, is a 
mere 93 million miles away. Its 
light takes eight minutes to reach 
us and its temperature is around 
6,000 C. 

It is a non-solid body composed 
mainly of helium and hydrogen 
gases. Originally it was a dark 
cloud of gas, invisible from earth, 
but millions of miles across. 

Something happened in space 
to cause the cloud to start spinning 
and other particles in space 
attached themselves, stuck 
together by the gravity of spinning 
and when a certain size was 
reached, after many millions of 
years, the cloud burst into light 
and became a visible star. 

The size of the sun dwarfs the 


earth, but it is itself tiny when 
compared with most stars, which 
are many millions of times bigger 
but appear to be small because of 
their distance from us. 

Their light takes around 65 
million years to reach us so that, a 
star seen now through a telescope, 
is no longer there. 

Bursts of burning gases called 
“sun spots” appear from time to 
time, at approximately 11-year 
intervals, growing from a single 
spot to a cluster of many and then 
disappearing. 

No-one knows what causes 
them but they affect the earth’s 
climate. In Victorian times, there 
was a prolonged period when no 
spots were visible. 

The earth’s temperature 
dropped and a series of severe 
winters occurred. More normal 
climate conditions returned when 
the spots re-appeared. 

The sun is a potentially 
dangerous neighbour. Giant gas 


flares, called prominences, can 
burst out of the sun. In 1989, a 
billion ton gas cloud approached 
earth at a million miles an hour. 
The nearest point it came to earth 
was close to Quebec. All electrical 
services in the city failed for 14 
hours and the resultant chaos took 
weeks to resolve. 

Does the sun have a future? It is 
halfway through its estimated life 
of approximately 10 million years 
and the surface is squeezing the 
core with increasing pressure so 
that one day it will explode , and 
the blast will destroy the earth. 

This is why, at the beginning of 
his talk, David warned that there 
would be no happy ending ! 

Man should learn how to 
harness more of the sun’s energy, 
we currently only use less than 
one percent of its potential.

Campaigners believe Dinas 
Powys by-pass is a step closer

CAMPAIGNERS 
for a Dinas Powys 
bypass believe 
progress is being 
made following a 
meeting with 
members of the 
Vale cabinet and 
council officers. 

For decades, people 
have been frustrated by 
long traffic delays in the 
village. 

Members of the 
Dinas Powys By-pass 
Steering Group showed 
Vale Council chiefs 
three different proposed 
routes. 

Campaigners say a 
bypass would not only 
benefit Dinas Powys, 
but it would also help 
ease traffic in other 
areas such as Barry 
Waterfront, Sully, lower 
Penarth and the new 
estates at Cog and 
Cosmeston. 

The group chairman 
Rod Harrod said: “We 
also provided a list of 
the benefits of a bypass 
and a comparison of the 
features of each route 
option.” 

All three options start 
at an upgraded Merrie 
Harrier junction. One is 
very similar to the 
previously safeguarded 
route coming down onto 
Barry Road near the 
entrance to the Water 
Treatment Works, and 
then on an upgrade of 
the existing road to 
McDonald’s 
roundabout. 

Mr Harrod said: “The 
other two route options 
go to the Sully 
roundabout and then the 
suggestion is that the 
by-pass is continued 
along Hayes Road and 
across the docks via an 
upgraded Wimborne 
Road to join up with 
Ffordd y Mileniwm in 
order to benefit traffic 
to or from south Barry.” 

On behalf of the 
group, Roger Pattenden, 
a chartered civil 
engineer, described with 
diagrams the potential 
routes for a bypass to 
Council Leader John 
Thomas, cabinet 
members Coun Geoff 
Cox, responsible for 
transport in the Vale, 
and Sully councillor 
Bob Penrose, together 
with Dinas Powys Vale 
councillors Andy 
Robertson, Vince 
Driscoll and Rob 
Crowley. 

Also present were 
Vale managing director 
Rob Thomas and the 
head of visible services 
and transport, Emma 
Reed. 

Mr Harrod said: 
“There has never been a 
time when plans for the 
creation of a bypass 
around Dinas Powys 
have moved forward in 
such a positive manner. 

“It’s now the priority 


infrastructure project on 
the Vale Council 
Cabinet’s agenda and 
they’ve already proved 
these aren’t just empty 
words. 

“With the full support 
for the bypass from the 
cabinet confirmed by 
the leader this changes 
the ball game 
completely. First 
Minister Carwyn Jones 
is on record as saying 
the Welsh Government 
will look seriously if a 
formal application for 
funding is received 
from the Vale Council. 

“I’m confident this 
application will be 
forthcoming within 
months, not years.” 

A transport study is 
currently under way in 
Dinas Powys and 
campaigners hope that 
following stage one of

the study a bypass will 
be an item short-listed 
for serious examination 
by the Vale Council and 
Welsh Government. 

The steering group 
also believes that a 
proposed 230-house 
development at the 
former St Cyres lower 
school site would not be 
feasible without access 
to a bypass. Some 
villagers fear a 
development going 
ahead with construction 
vehicles - and later 
residents’ cars - 


clogging up Murch 
Road. 

Coun John Thomas, 
Leader of the Vale 
Council, said that 
finding a solution to 
traffic problems in 
Dinas Powys was a 
priority. 

“I was very pleased 
to be able to meet with 
representatives from 
Dinas Powys to discuss 
both their and our 
aspirations for 
improving the traffic 
situation in the village. 

“I recognise the

Vale residents 
are urged to 
register to vote 


AFTER a bumper 
turnout in the 
recent general 
election, the Vale 
Council is 
encouraging 
residents to register 
to vote if they are 
not already on the 
electoral roll. 

Almost three quarters 
(72.72 per cent) of those 
registered to vote in the 
Vale turned out to cast a 
ballot at the general 
election. 

Acting returning 
officer for the Vale, 
Debbie Maries, said: 
“Turnout at this election 
was higher than for the 
previous general election 
and for many of the 
other polls that have 
been held in recent 
years. 

“Almost 54,000 votes 
were cast but 
unfortunately, as always, 
a small number of 
people had to be turned 
away from polling 
stations on the day 
because they were not 
registered to vote. 

“We do a great deal to 
promote registering 
ahead of each election 
but this is not the only 
time that residents can 
add their names to the 
electoral register. 

“This can be done all 
year round and so we are 
now encouraging 
residents to check their 


details so that they can 
be sure of having their 
say at the next election. 

“This can be done by 
calling 01446 729552, or 
by e-mail at 

electoralregistration @ val 
eofglamorgan.gov.uk.” 

One of the most 
common misunder¬ 
standings is that the 
Council can use its 
council tax payment 
information to add 
names to the electoral 
register. 

This is not the case as 
the local authority is not 
legally allowed to use 
the information for this 
purpose. 

It is also not the case 
that completing the 
annual ‘canvass’ form 
that many households 
receive adds names to 
the register. Since 2014, 
completing this form 
triggers a second letter 
that must be signed and 
returned for residents of 
a property to be added to 
the roll. 

Residents who voted 
this month have nothing 
to worry about, but those 
who did not receive a 
polling card or were 
unable to vote at a 
polling station can 
register to vote at any 
time online at 
www.gov.uk/ 
registertovote. You can 
also register over the 
phone by calling 01446 
729552.

Penarth man’s call to 
fund autism charity

A BIG step was 
taken this week in 
the conservation of 
one of the UK’s 
most endangered 
species when 
around 100 water 
voles were released 
into Cosmeston 
Country Park in 
Penarth. 

The UK’s population 
of water voles - 
children’s book The 
Wind in the Willows - 
has reduced by up to 95 
per cent since the 1960s. 
This is largely due to 
predation by American 
mink and loss of habitat. 

To combat this, the 
Vale Council has worked 
with Natural Resources 
Wales (NRW) to develop 
a specially prepared 
environment in which 
the rodents can live and 
breed. 

The project is the first 
such collaboration 
between NRW and a 
local authority since a 
successful pilot project 
in Carmarthenshire in 
2014. 

Aaron Jones, park 
ranger at Cosmeston, 
said: “The park is a 
designated Site of 
Special Scientific 
Interest and its lakes, 
ditches, reedbeds and 
other plant life make for 
the perfect habitat for 
water voles to thrive. 

“Here at Cosmeston, 
we do a great amount of 
work with local schools 


and voluntary groups to 
promote conservation 
and following this 
week’s release that will 
become the focus of our 
work with the creatures. 
We will be teaching 
children and young 
people about the 
importance of helping 
preserve the habitats of 
indigenous creatures and 
of the risks that come 
with introducing new 
species to the 
ecosystem.” 

Meanwhile, Richard 
Davies, Fish Culture 
Officer for Natural 
Resources Wales, said: 

“Water voles were 
once common in rivers, 
canals and ponds across 
Wales, and an important 
part of our environment. 

“Our work to breed 
them at our hatchery in 
mid Wales and our 
partnership with local 
authorities, wildlife 
trusts and land owners to 
improve habitats and to 
set up new populations, 
will boost their chance 
of survival.” 

The team at 
Cosmeston will be on 
hand throughout the 
week to help them adjust 
to their new 
environment. Over the 
course of the week the 
food and artificial nests 
in which the animals 
have been reared will be 
removed and the 
community of voles will 
be left to enjoy their new 
home. 


A CALL for an 
autism charity to 
receive some of the 
£13m earmarked by 
the Welsh 

Government to 
improve autism 
services in Wales 
has come from a 
Penarth man. 

Aled Thomas, aged 
23, who was a Plaid 
Cymru Party of Wales 
candidate at the council 
elections, has written to 
the Welsh Government 
asking for a consultation 
exercise on its plans to 
spend the £ 13m on a new 
National Autism 

Integrated Service for 
Wales. 

Mr Thomas, who was 
diagnosed with autism as 
an adult, launched a 
petition urging the Welsh 
Government to give 
funds to the charity, 
Autism Spectrum 

Connections Cymru, if it 
applies for a grant. 

“While I welcome the 
£13m for this action plan 
and the new autism bill 
which was passed last 
week,” he said, “I’d be 
keen for some of this 
money to be spent on 
supporting this excellent 
charity.” 

In his letter to the 
Cabinet’s Secretary of 
Social Services and 
Public Health, Rebecca 
Evans AM, Mr Thomas 
urges the Government to 
launch a public 
consultation, especially 


for those people living 
with autism, to ask them 
for their opinions on how 
the money should be 
spent in Wales. 

“This would help to 
ensure that the money 
being spent on autism 
services is spent in a way 
that is most beneficial for 
the people living with 
autism,” he said. 

“As an individual 
living with this 
condition, I have yet to 
come across a better 
provider of day-to-day 
support than the one-stop 
shop in Cardiff, ASC 
Cymru. There is a strong 
campaign for improving 
the awareness of those 
with mental health in 
society and I believe the 
campaign for autism 


should have an equal 
status.” 

Mr Thomas said the 
charity tailors support for 
the individual and 
arranges post-diagnostic 
sessions, employment 
support workshops, 
drop-ins and supported 
social groups. 

“It is unique and there 
are only three groups of 
this kind in the UK, two 
in Scotland and the one 
in Wales,” he said. 
“There are 500 people 
registered with it in 
Wales, many of whom 
use its services on a daily 
basis.” 

Details of Mr Thomas’ 
petition are due to he 
published on the Welsh 
Government’s website on 
June 27.

As non-stipendiary 
ministers, both Peter and 
Jude will carry out their 
work for the church 
alongside their paid or 
other roles. 

Rosemary, 36, whose 
brother is a priest, was 
brought up an Anglican 
in her home town of 
Bridgend and spent a 
decade teaching English 
before training for the 
priesthood. 

As one of five children 
Rosemary was a regular 
at Sunday school, acting 
as an altar server at St 
Mary’s Church, Nolton 
and from the age of six 
she was a chorister, 
achieving the Dean’s 
Award from the Royal 
School of Church Music. 

It was in her teens, 
while witnessing her 
brother Matthew training 
for ministry and while 
she was acting as an altar 
server that she first 
thought of becoming a 
priest herself. 

“As time went by 
though I decided it was 
too scary and I became 
less active in the church,” 
said Rosemary.

“I literally hadn’t 
thought of becoming a 
Reader until that point 
but when I look back 
over my history I can see 
signposts towards 
ministry,” said Jude, who 
within a few years of 
becoming a Reader 
began to think about 
training for ordination. 

“I particularly enjoy 
being with older people 
and listening to their 
stories - we are all so 
busy these days, that 
many older people are in 
danger of being 
isolated.”

Housing targets a 
key issue as LDP 
gets green light 


AS The GEM was going to press 
on Wednesday evening, the Vale 
Council was due to meet and 
accept the Local Development 
Plan (LDP), but the council 
insisted that it was still committed 
to limiting ‘inappropriate’ 
development in the area. 

The LDP provides the legal framework 
for development and use of land in the Vale, 
and was presented to the Welsh 
Government in 2015 for a Planning 
Inspector to examine. 

The new council had hoped to defer a 
final decision on the LDP, but the Deposit 
Plan (a draft version of the LDP) has been 
declared ‘sound’ by a planning inspector 
which means the council must formally 
adopt it within eight weeks. 

The Vale Council Leader, Coun John 


Thomas, wrote recently to the Welsh 
Government asking for a review of housing 
targets, which are set by the Welsh 
Government, but which were based on data 
from 2008 population forecasts. 

He said that up to date figures suggest 
that the 10,000-home target could be higher 
than necessary and asked for the new data 
to be taken into consideration. 

He followed that up by making a formal 
request last week to defer adopting the 
LDP, but that bid was unsuccessful. 

It means that according to planning law, 
the council had to adopt the Local 
Development Plan at this week’s full 
council meeting. 

The Conservative administration say 
they remain committed to opposing 
“inappropriate housing development in the 
Vale”. 

Speaking ahead of the meeting, cabinet 
member, Coun Jonathan Bird, said: 


“We have been left with no alternative 
but to adopt the LDP and we are deeply 
disappointed that multiple efforts to delay a 
decision have been unsuccessful.” 

He said that although the ad mi nistration 
had only been going a few weeks it had 
done everything it could to present a case 
which would persuade the Welsh 
Government to reduce housing targets in 
the Vale. 

He added: “We have made it clear in 
recent years that a target of 10,000 homes is 
too many, and we remain absolutely 
committed to opposing inappropriate 
development in the Vale. 

“We will continue to press for reduced 
housing targets. But it is my belief that 
having an LDP in place will better enable 
us to protect our green spaces from 
applications to develop. This is a battle that 
we will continue to fight.”

Masons help the 
UEFA Champions 
League — and 
Robbie Williams!

IMAGINE you’re at 
standing in the 
heart of the 
Principality 
Stadium, home to 
great sporting and 
cultural occasions, 
and you need to 
stage two entirely 
different events 
with huge logistical 
challenges... what 
do you do? 

On June 3, the 
Champions League Final 
was being staged with 
billions of people across 
the world watching the 
match. It meant that more 
than 5,000 seats had to be 
removed from the 
stadium to make way for 
TV cameras and 
commentary boxes for 
press from around the 
world. 

However, on June 21, 
Robbie Williams was 
performing a sell-out 
concert in the same 
stadium and all of the 
seats had to be put back 
in their right places. 

So, over 5,000 seats 
needed to be taken down, 
stored and then put back 
in the exact same 
order...what would your 
plan be? 

That was the daunting 
brief that Gary Mills of 
Electranet, which 

manages a variety of 
contracts for stadium, 
presented to Masons 
Moving Group in Barry. 

Gary looked far and 
wide for a solution, 
examining lots of 
different options, 

including storage 

containers. He needed a 
removal company in 
Cardiff that could not 
only remove the seats 
within the tight 
timescales, but also store 
them until they were 
required again in time for 
the Robbie Williams 
concert. 

Sarah Mason of 
Masons explained: “It 
might sound simple to 
remove over 5,000 seats 
and then just put them 
back again, but it is a 
complicated project. The 
seats need to be removed, 
colour-coded, and 
numbered in a specific 
order, stored in that 
order, then replaced with 
the exact, correct 
structure of seating. 

“There weren’t many 
removal companies in 
Cardiff that had enough 
men, were professional 


enough to manage the 
logistics, as well as 
having the capacity to 
store 5,000 plus seats! 

Masons Moving 
Group were appointed as 
we ticked all of the 
boxes.” 

The company broke 
the project down into a 
manageable plan. 

Sarah explained: 
“From Level 6, 3,000 
seats had to be removed 
for the Champions 
League Final and then 
750 seats from the pitch 
level with another 2,000 
seats having to be 
removed on the North 
Stand Level 4. 

“We started removing 
seats at pitch level which 
is where the seats will 
need to be replaced first 
and worked our way up 
according to a very 
comprehensive colour- 
coded plan! 

“There was also the 
problem of removing, 
storing and returning the 
Principality Stadium 
signage, which had to be 
carefully handled and 
each letter expertly 
wrapped in furniguard 
for extra protection while 
in transit and storage. 

“It was a huge 
logistical job for Masons 
Moving Group, with 
resources pulled in from 
across the group to 
accommodate the move. 

“It was rolled out in 
three phases, the first two 
of which took over two 
weeks to complete, and 
included the provision of 
over 30 van loads, and 
the packing of over 100 
storage containers with 
the application of 50 
trained staff. 


“Along with the 
signage, all seats were 
stored for a six-week 
period.” 

Danny Jenkins, one of 
Masons’ experienced 
porters, said: “You just 
wouldn’t believe what 
preparation goes on 
behind the scenes for 
these big events, such as 
a guy abseiling with a 
power-blast to jet-wash 
the stadium, to the 
detailed work of lighting 
the pitch. 

“And in the midst of 
all of this work, you have 
lots of tours going on, 
with people visiting the 
stadium, taking photos 
and selfies. It was an 
incredible experience for 
me and the men. We even 
got to meet Gareth 
Edwards!” 

Sarah takes up the 
story: “We began on 
April 27, two of the three 
phases were completed 
after the Champions 
League final in 
preparation for the 
Robbie Williams concert 
on June 21, and the final 
phase will be completed 
in July. 

“It has been incredibly 
exciting trying to 
mastermind a project that 
has such tight deadlines; 
however, we are so 
excited to be involved in 
a project involving such 
a key part of Welsh 
culture!” 

It is amazing to think 
that Masons began over 
100 years ago as a horse- 
and-cart company, and is 
now helping events and 
people to move on a 
global scale.

The Last Knight fails 
to Transform (er) into a 
worthwhile experience!

• W US, bloated, 
intelligence 
insulting, leaden, 
creatively 

bankrupt, overlong, 
migraine inducing, 
painful”- that’s 
how this critic 
summed up the last 
Transformers film, 
Age of Extinction, 
back in 2014. 

Yet having hoped the 
franchise would have 
faced extinction, three 
years later we’re looking 
towards another film in 
the seemingly 
unstoppable juggernaut 
of the Transformers 
series, this one subtitled 
The Last Knight. 

Picking up the threads 
of ... Extinction, humans 
are at war with the 
Transformers, and 
Optimus Prime is gone. 
However, there is hope, 
as secrets from the time 
of King Arthur come to 
bear on the present, the 
history of the 
Transformers the key to 
the future of the world. 

Cade Yeager (Mark 
Wahlberg), Bumblebee, 
Sir Edmund Burton 
(Anthony Hopkins) and 
Oxford professor Vivian 
Wembley (Laura 
Haddock) team up to 
solve the mystery and 
aim to restore peace to 
earth, but face a threat 
that could wipe out 
humanity... 

“This guy’s a genius, 
he really is. He’s the 
same ilk as Oliver Stone 
and Spielberg and 
Scorsese. They’re 
brilliant. Savants. I 
mean, he’s a savant.” 
That was Sir Anthony 
Hopkins discussing 
Transformers director 
Michael Bay, perhaps 
the most unlikely praise 
this side of Donald 
Trump giving kudos to 
Sadiq Khan. 

Yet while Hopkins 
may have some merit in 
that statement (Bay’s 
ability to push effects 
shots to the next level 
and to facilitate action 
on a ginormous scale is 
impressive, whichever 
way you look at it), you 
can’t help but feel that 
this is a franchise where 
brains and logic are left 
at the door, with 
carnage, action and more 
carnage (created through 
a computer) the order of 
the day. 

So it goes with The 
Last Knight, yet another 
preposterous entry into a 
series that has long since 
given up on common 
sense and plot, and 
instead just papers over 
the cracks with CGI 
Transformer 
smackdowns that leave 
you number than 
Amanda Holden’s 
forehead. 

It attempts to inject a 
treasure hunt vibe into 
proceedings (something 
about a coin from the 
past that will help the 


eponymous last knight 
find a staff that can stop 
otherwise-certain 
Armageddon) yet this 
plot is woolly at best, 
any attempts at trying to 
follow it are met with 
yet another fight 
between two robots (oh, 
the thrill!). 

The franchise has 
grown darker and 
bleaker since Shia 
LaBeouf and Megan Fox 
first encountered the 
Transformers a decade 
ago, the fun fizz of that 
outing far removed from 
the world-ending soap- 
esque drama of this film 
(and indeed the even 
grimmer Age of 
Extinction)-, coupled 
with liberal profanities 
uttered by a robotic 
butler (voiced, 
somewhat 
incongruously, by 
Downton Abbey’s Jim 
Carter) and you have a 
film, and indeed series, 
that is too violent and 
mature for youngsters, 
and far too idiotic and 
senseless to be enjoyed 
by an older audience. 

Of course Michael 
Bay’s action chops are 
without question, no 
matter how ridiculously 
OTT they are, and credit 
should be rightfully due

to him for his use of 
technology to create 
such vivid sequences, 
but the complete lack of 
subtlety (and a sense of 
humour most would 
describe as ‘unfunny’) 
means that rather than be 
amazed, you’ll simply 
be stupefied by the Bay- 
hem the director creates. 

If there is a glimmer 
of light it comes from 
the human performances 
- Mark Wahlberg hits 
his rhythm as the 
ridiculously-named Cade 
Yeager while Laura 


Haddock’s equally - 
ridiculously-monikered 
Vivian Wembley (a most 
unlikely history 
professor, given her 
Hollywood glamour) not 
only gets a degree of 
characterisation (she 
struggles to find a man 
apparently; presumably 
all men are blind) but 
Haddock’s performance 
gives a nice crackle of 
energy, particularly 
alongside Wahlberg. 

The highlight of the 
film (and I dare say of 
the entire series so far) is 
Sir Anthony Hopkins’ 
deliciously ridiculous 
and gloriously unhinged 
role as Sir Edmund 
Burton. 

While it seems 
Hopkins’ grasp of the 
film itself is as strong as 
mine (“You’re not going 
to ask me to explain the 
plot are you?... I have to 
admit, I don’t quite get 
all of it,” he is quoted as 
saying) he attacks the 
film with the delicious 
gusto of a man enjoying 
a generous pay day 
while caring not a jot 
about what’s going on 
around him. 

Hopkins’ vibrancy 
and lack of deference to 
the ludicrous material 
means that he is 


unquestionably superb in 
this role, and if only Bay 
had created a film where 
we followed him, and 
Wahlberg and Haddock 
to a lesser extent, and 
stripped away all the 
robotic nonsense, we’d 
have something vaguely 
interesting. 

As it is, Michael 
Bay’s fifth round of 
Transformers is yet more 
abysmal nonsense - if 
only the preposition of 
the subtitle were true as 
The Last Knight is a 
turgid and overblown 

^VERDICT: If this 
film were titled Hopkins: 
The Adventures of Sir 
Edmund Burton, we 
could be talking 
positively; sadly, Sir 
Anthony’s performance 
(and that of Mark 
Wahlberg and Laura 
Haddock) is the only 
good thing in a film that 
is pointless, ridiculous, 
lacking in subtlety and 
just plain messy. Will 
Transformers: The Last 
Knight live up to that 
billing? We can but 
hope. Avoid at all costs.

A new bar - and a new broom - 
at Llancarfan’s Fox and Hounds 


A NDY Farquharson is a busy man. 
Not content with being in the 
Reserves, getting married a 
month ago and taking on a English 
Pointer pup next week, he is also the 
general manager of Llancarfan’s Fox 
and Hounds during a partial refurb and 
at the launch on June 30 of Glamorgan 
Brewery’s first lager. 

Suffice to say, he has rather a lot on his plate. 
The Fox and Hounds ( www.fandhllan.carfan. 
co.uk) has been one of the village’s rocks for 
generations, and for incomer Andy, originally from 
Sussex by way of Cardiff University, one of the 
main draws of life in the rural Vale. 

The reason for The GEM’s visit is not for a meal 
near the bar, not even a for a refreshing half of 
something from the bar, but to look at the bar. 

There is, admittedly, a reputation that some 
publishing staff have for bars. Jeffrey Bernard 
famously spent more time at one than with his 
family. 

This bar is new, in an old sort of way. 

Back in the mists of time, before the restaurant 
took up the whole of one part of the pub, a bar - 
with a comer of it forever known as ‘Harry’s Bar’ 

- resplendently copper-fronted, was, after St 
Cadoc’s church, the focal point, the heart of 
Llancarfan life. 

Years later, a bar has been put back into place, 
and yet the restaurant still retains 50-54 covers and 
pleasant, covered terrace. 

The management - the Fox and Hounds is 
owned by Coach House Inns, but is fiercely free- 
house and independent in operation - consists of

Andy, and Jim and Rhiannon Dobson, head chef 
and head of front of house respectively. 

“A great pub is a key element of village life,” 
began Andy, “though a pub can’t survive ‘just’ as a 
pub these days. 

“It needs the holy trinity of every great pub, 
which is food, drink and reputation.” 

A scan through the menu immediately ticks one 
of these boxes. 

“Seasonal and as locally-sourced as possible, 
and always freshly cooked,” adds Andy, “with 
most meat being supplied by Rosedew Farm in 


Llantwit Major.” 

The light lunchtime dish of sage and onion 
Scotch egg leaps from the menu, as does the spiced 
lamb burger, with rosemary salt fries and harissa 
mayo. 

The restaurant review can wait; this is a 
seriously fun menu that deserves taking family and 
friends to enjoy, especially as The Fox was 
recently awarded its first AA rosette. 

Glamorgan Brewery, in Llantrisant, supplies a 
number of fine ales and the new lager, and all the 
other welcome beers, wines and spirits are also on 
offer, as well as a guest beer. Box number two 
ticked. 

Reputation is trickier one. 

“The Fox and Hounds is firmly family- and dog- 
friendly,” assured the very affable Andy, who 
paused, smiled and nodded. 

The canny reader will fill in the blanks, but the 
old adage of a new broom sweeping clean rings 
true. 

Summer, autumn, winter or spring, Llancarfan’s 
Fox and Hounds is one of those “must-visit” rural 
pubs. 

And with eight en-suite guest rooms, enjoying a 
homeliness and style to rival a country hotel with a 
considerably more expensive tariff, why not stay a 
night or two?

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Labour MP’s ‘money tree’ 
claim is dismissed by 
the Secretary of State 


OGMORE MP, Chris Elmore has 
criticised the Prime Minister 
following the Conservative and 
DUP deal struck this week. 

The deal, which gives the Conservative 
government support in the House of 
Commons, is in exchange for more money 
for Northern Ireland. 

Chris Elmore, the Labour MP for 
Ogmore, said: “This deal will cost the tax 
payer £1.5 billion. That’s £15 per UK tax 
payer for a political party that most had no 
option to vote for! 

“The Tories appear to have found their 
money tree to cling on to power, but when 
funding the NHS, or increasing our police 
forces, there’s not a penny to be found.” 

According to Mr Elmore, the deal means 


that Wales “loses another £1.4 billion in 
public money as the Barnet formula will be 
forgotten for the deal”. 

The move, he said, has come under 
fierce criticism from all over the political 
spectrum with First Minister Carwyn Jones 
saying the move was “an outrageous 
straight bung.” 

The deal will apply for five years but 
will be reviewed at the end of the current 
session in two years’ time. 

However, Secretary of State for Wales, 
Alun Cairns, said: “Today’s agreement 
demonstrates that we can work together in 
the interest of the whole United Kingdom 
to give us the certainty we need as we 
depart from the European Union. 

“For decades, people complained about 


‘underfunding for Wales’, but I resolved 
that in December with a funding floor 
agreed with the Welsh Government. 

“Wales currently gets £120 for every 
£100 spent in England. The funding 
announced today for Northern Ireland - 
which faces unique circumstances and 
specific challenges - is the sort of positive 
intervention that the UK Government has 
already made across different parts of the 
UK to support economic growth, for 
example through City Deals for Swansea 
and Cardiff. 

“We are working hard to deliver a 
growth deal for North Wales and I will 
make sure that Wales continues to receive 
direct investment from the UK Government 
to support economic growth in the future.”

TRIBUTES ARE 
PAID TO TONY 
AND FAITH 
WILLIAMS 


WARM tributes 
have been paid to 
former Vale 

councillor Tony 
Williams and his 
wife Faith, who 
died recently. 

Last week, the Vale 
Council issued the 
following statement: “It 
is with great sadness that 
we announce the passing 
of former Vale 
councillor, AJ (Tony) 
Williams MBE and his 
wife, Faith, on Sunday, 
June 18, tragically in 
their garden in Welsh St 
Donats. 

“Tony Williams 
represented the 

Peterston Super Ely 
ward of the Vale Council 
up until his retirement 
from local government 
and the council in 2007. 

“It was a ward that he 
had represented since 
the creation of the Vale 
Council as an 
administrative body in 
1974, having previously 
served as a councillor 
and chairman on the 
former Cardiff Rural 
District Council. 

“He was extremely 
interested in planning 
and environmental 
matters and was a key 
founder of the 
Glamorgan Heritage 
Coast. 

“During his time as a 
councillor he 

represented his ward on 
the planning committee, 
held the post of planning 
committee chairman as 
well as cabinet member 
with responsibility for 
planning matters. 

“He represented the 
authority on the board of 
Cardiff Bay 

Development 
Corporation and on the 
South Wales Provincial 
Council. 

“Tony was also a 
former Mayor and 
Deputy Leader of the 
council throughout his 
long and distinguished 
career. 

“He was recognised 
in the New Year’s 
Honours List in 2004, 
when he was awarded an 
MBE for services to 
local government and 
conservation in the 
Vale.” 

Dr Ruth Williams, 
Tony and Faith’s 
daughter, said: “Dad had 
many happy memories 
and anecdotes of his 48 
years of continuous 
service to the 
community and had a 
detailed knowledge of 
every part of the Vale. 

“Their home was 
frequently the ‘nerve 
centre’ of campaigns 
such as ‘Stop the Super 
Quarry’ in the 1970s. 

“Mum supported Dad 
in every way, not least 
when she was Deputy 
Mayoress and then 
Mayoress during the 
opening of the Civic 
Offices in 1981. 

“She organised and 
catered for functions in 
the Mayor's Parlour

herself, and dignitaries 
from other organisations 
were keen to be invited 
once they tasted her 
food! 

“Mum instigated the 
annual Mayor's Charity 
Ball and the Mayoress’ 
charity coffee mornings. 
They were a terrific 
team and always proud 
ambassadors for the Vale 
Council.” 

Former Vale Council 
Leader Jeff James said 
Tony and Faith had been 
dear friends and that 
Tony had given decades 
of service to the Vale. 

“Before the Vale 
Council, Tony served on 
Cardiff Rural District 
Council, which took in 
part of the Vale and 
some of the outskirts of 
Cardiff. 

“My father served on 
that council and they 
were contemporaries.” 

In 1979, Jeff was 
elected to the Vale of 
Glamorgan Borough 
Council later to become 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
County Borough 

Council, and he got to 
know Tony well. 

“He was a prominent 
member of that council 
as Mayor, and chair of 
planning - he was 
responsible for the 
purchase of Penarth 
Dock which was up for 
sale for £2.1 million. It 
was a tremendous deal. 
Part of it was developed 
into Penarth Marina. 

“When I became Vale 
Council Leader in 1999 
the first person I turned 
to was Tony. I asked him 
to be my deputy. 

“He always gave wise 
council and had a turn of 
phrase for every 
occasion - some went 
down in council 
folklore. 

“He was very active 
in the community and 
the Vale - always 
wanting to take things 
forward. 

“Faith was by his side 
at all times. At Mayor’s 
events Faith did 
wonderful cooking 
assisted by their 
daughter Ruth.” 

Jeff added that Tony 


Williams had also given 
great service as 
president of the Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Conservative 
Association. 

The current Vale 
Council Leader, Coun 
John Thomas, expressed 
his shock and sadness at 
the news. 

“My sympathies and 
condolences go to Tony 
and Faith’s daughter, Dr 
Ruth Williams, at her 
sad loss. 

“Tony devoted 
considerable time and 
commitment to the Vale 
Council and I had the 
honour and privilege of 
working alongside him 
since joining the council 
in 1999. 

“Tony was the elder 
statesman providing 
valuable support and 
advice to myself as a 
new and inexperienced 
councillor.

The Moon gets 
a red neighbour! 


FINDING darkness 
in July is a real 
challenge for 

astronomers. The 
skies are so light 
this month, would 
you believe some of 
us can’t wait for 
winter to return! 

You can still put your 
binoculars to good use by 
focusing on the Moon; in 
particular, Mare Crisium 
(Sea of Crises, named 
before the invention of 
the telescope when we 
thought these areas were 
really just like the oceans 
on Earth). 

The area can be seen 
with the naked eye and is 
best when the Moon is a 
crescent (around the first 
and last few days of 
July). 

It may help if you 
think of the Moon as a 
clock face. Mare Crisium 
would be at about the two 
o’clock position. It is 
quite small compared to 
other lunar seas, but is 
still an impressive 
500km in diameter and 
covers an area about 
170,000 square 

kilometres. It also stands 
out because, unlike the 
majority of similar 
features, it stands 
isolated. 

The Soviets crash- 
landed Luna 15 in 1969 
and then had Luna 24 
return with a soil sample 
from the area in the 
1970s. 

July is a good month 
to watch for noctilucent 
clouds. They are only 
seen during June and 
July. The highest clouds 
known, they are at least 


80 km high yet, if visible, 
will be low down 
towards the north-west 
horizon. 

They are only seen 
when the Sun is at least 
10 degrees below the 
horizon and never seen in 
daytime. 

They have been 
described as having a 
herring-bone pattern or 
bands containing long 
streaks. It is best to 
initially locate them with 
the naked eye, then use 
binoculars (but 

remember the Sun must 
be below the horizon 
before a search 
commences). 

The cause of such 
clouds is unknown, but 
may be due to ice crystals 
forming on meteoric 
dust. 

On July 6, the Moon 
lies close to the planet 
Saturn. Binoculars may 
be enough to indicate the 
object is not stellar, but 
you will really need a 
telescope to see its 
magnificent system of 
rings. 

At present, the Cassini 
spacecraft is diving in 
and out of the rings and it 
has sent back much 
information about this 
gas giant, including very 
interesting data on a 
couple of Saturn’s 
moons. 

Lor example, Titan 
may have some sort of 
atmosphere, Enceladus 
could have a liquid 
ocean. These are very 
exciting times for 
planetary exploration! 

Now for the stars. This 
month, three bright stars 
stand out, Deneb, Vega, 
and Altair. These three

are the brightest stars in 
their respective 

constellations. 

Deneb in Cygnus is so 
far away we don’t see it 
as it is today but as it was 
in Roman times. It 
appears white and is 
equal to about 60,000 of 
our Suns. 

Vega in the Lyra 
constellation is more 
bluish in colour and is a 
mere 50 times as 

luminous as our Sun. 

Altair in the Eagle 
constellation is the 
closest of the three and 
about 15 light-years 

away. (Light travels 

186,000 miles a second.) 

Stars that make up 
constellations are not 
really associated with 
each other. The shapes 
were made out by our 
ancestors and are simply 
line of sight effects. 

All the stars have their 
own individual, proper 
motion, but because of 
the vast distances 
between them and Earth 
we don’t see them 
moving. If it were 
possible to come back 
and view the night sky in 
about 50,000 years, most 
of the shapes 
recognisable now would 
be different. 

If you have a good 
southern horizon, look 
for the star Antares. The 
brightest star in the 
constellation of Scorpius, 
it is such a shame that, 
due to its sky position, 
the constellation never 
rises high enough in the 
UK to be a 
‘showstopper’. 

Antares is also known 
as the rival of Mars due 
to the redness of its 
colour. In fact, it is a red- 
supergiant star, at least 
6,000 times the power of 
our own star (the Sun), 
and lies over 300 light- 
years away. Binoculars 
will show the colour 
well. The Moon lies 
close to it on July 5.

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Child’s 999 call 
to RNLI saves 
friends’ lives 


TWO children 
being swept out to 
sea on Sunday 
afternoon, June 25, 
were rescued by 
Penarth RNLI 
lifeboat. 

One of their friends 
had alerted emergency 
services by dialling 999. 

On a day of strong 
winds, the two boys, 
around 12 years of age, 
were blown out to sea 
on discarded floating 
construction bags they 
had found near Penarth 
Pier. 

A Penarth RNLI 
lifeboat spokesman 
explained: “The two 
boys pushed out to sea 
and boarded them, but 
very quickly were taken 
out to sea by offshore 
winds. 

“Their friend realised 
they were in difficulty 
and called 999 to ask for 
the coastguard. 

“Our D-class lifeboat 
launched very quickly 
after the initial crew 
page at 2.08pm. 

“The two boys were 
brought back to shore, 
safe and well, but wet 
and cold. They were 
warmed up in the station 
with showers, blankets, 
drinks and chocolate, 
and spoken to by 
colleagues from Penarth 
Coastguard Rescue 


Team. 

“The boys were lucky 
that their friend quickly 
called 999. With the 
offshore breeze, the 
boys were quickly 
heading out to sea, and 
time in this rescue was 
absolutely critical. 

“Of course, they had 
no life jackets available, 
and only thin summer 
clothes on. The water in 
the Bristol Channel 
remains cold through 
most of the year. 

“We would urge 
parents to ensure that 
their children know the 
risks of playing near or 
on the sea, especially 
with any type of 
inflatable.” 

Jason Dunlop, 
lifeboat operations 
manager for Penarth 
RNLI station, added: 
“We are so grateful that 
this rescue had such a 
positive outcome. Our 
crews responded quickly 
and we were able to 
bring about a rapid 
rescue of the children. 

“Had they been in the 
water for much longer, 
or drifted further, the 
outcome could well 
have been more

“Sadly, the actions of 
a few mindless idiots 
have the potential to 
push things back 
significantly, and that is 
hugely disappointing. 

“I’d urge anyone with 
any information about 
what happened to come 
forward so that those 
responsible can be 
brought to justice. 
Meanwhile, my 
thoughts are with John 
and his team, who I 
know are working 
exceptionally hard to get 
things back up and 
running as soon as 
possible.”

QUEENIE’S LIFE SHOWS WHY

A LEADING feline 
welfare charity is 
urging cat owners to 
get their cats 
snipped or spayed

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Three castles 
for Penarth 
Ramblers 


ON the hottest day 
of the summer so 
far when 

temperatures 
soared under clear 
blue skies, a group 
of 10 walkers joined 
William at 

atmospheric 
Skenfrith Castle 
before setting off on 
the annual ‘Three 
Castles Walk.’ 

This 20-mile route 
links the three Norman 
strongholds of Skenfrith, 
White and Grosmont 
castles in a remote and 
beautiful part of north 
Monmouthshire, where 
the castles were built to 
form a line of defence on 
the border of the 
Marches to control the 
transport routes from 
England into Wales. 

Deciding this year 
because of the extreme 
weather to walk the route 
anti-clockwise in order to 
negotiate the main hill 
climbs via shady paths, 
the group left Skenfrith 
visiting the ruined castle 
and headed along a quiet 
country lane. 

Heading uphill past 
Ricketts Wood, a descent 
led them down towards 
the River Monnow near 
Trevonny Farm, then 
across freshly mown hay 
fields and past Box Farm 
towards Whitehouse 
Cottage. 

Tramping through 
cool woodland before 
pausing to overlook the 
sleepy village of 
Grosmont, a steep 
descent in bright sunlight 
led them to the valley 
floor to negotiate the 
hard steep climb into the 
village before buying 
cooling ice creams and 
making a brief visit to the 
remains of the castle. 

Setting off again on 
the long climb towards 
Edward’s Tump and 
pausing near the 
abandoned Barns 

Farmhouse to view an 
old Austin Gypsy 
ambulance and a very 
overgrown tractor, a 
shady ridge track through 
Graig Syfyrddin brought 
them to a steep climb up 
the steps out of the wood. 

Stopping for a well- 
earned lunch break with 
magnificent views of the 
Black Mountains through 
the heat haze, William 
recited a WH Davies 
poem entitled ‘Young 


Beauty.’ 

Continuing downhill 
and through a lovely old 
orchard and fording a 
small stream to make 
towards Flanfair Gilgoed 
church, the water and 
squash provided for 
weary and hot walkers, 
together with the brief 
respite from the heat was 
very much appreciated. 

Refreshed, they 
continued through the 
lovely Glen Trothy 
estate, before heading 
through meadows beside 
the River Trothy. A short 
spell of road walking led 
back into fields near 
Great Tre-Rhiw Farm 
before a long, steady 
climb to reach White 
Castle where sanctuary 
from the heat was 
available within the 
shady inner. 

Continuing onwards 
past Pear Tree Barn, 
shimmering patchwork 
fields led them past 
Middle Cwm Farm, 
Tump Farm and Great 
Flan-Flwyd. 

Passing the ruined site 
of the Traveller’s Rest 
Inn, another steady climb 
brought them onto the 
B4347, before turning off 
towards Fade farmland 
and the quiet hamlet of 
Norton, prior to the short 
walk back into the 
village of Skenfrith.

dangers of carbon 
monoxide (CO) 
while they are on 
holiday. 

CO is called the 
‘silent killer’. You can’t 
see it, smell it or taste it. 
It’s released when any 
fossil fuel doesn’t bum 
properly - and that 
includes charcoal from 
barbecues. Breathing it 
in can make you very 
unwell and it can kill. 

Symptoms of CO 
poisoning can be similar 
to food poisoning and 
the flu - but without the 
high temperature. A 
headache is the most 
common symptom, but 


others can include 
dizziness, nausea and 
vomiting, tiredness and 
confusion, stomach pain 
and difficulty breathing. 

It’s really important 
that people are aware of 
CO when they’re on 
holiday too whether they 
are staying in a tent, on 
a boat or in holiday 
accommodation. People 
should always try and 
take an audible CO 
alarm with them, and 
remember, never use a 
barbecue in an enclosed 
space like a tent. 

If anyone suspects CO 
poisoning, they must get 
into fresh air as quickly 
as possible and call the 
National Gas Emergency 
number immediately on 
0800 111 999.

Blast From the Past 1998 


THE GEM’s Brian Lee, who has been reporting on 
the Welsh horse racing scene for more than half-a- 
century, takes a look back to the time the Llangeinor 
Hunt staged their annual Point-to-Point 
Steeplechases for the first time at Laleston. 
UNDER the heading ‘GEM 
Correspondent Tips 33-1 Winner’ I 
reported: ‘The Llangeinor Hunt staged 
their annual point-to-point over a new 
course at Laleston near Bridgend, on 
Saturday (May 2) and officials are to be 
congratulated on getting the course ready 
at such short notice after losing their 
usual course at Mar gam. 

‘The viewing was more than satisfactory from 
both fields and, with a few improvements, such as 
the resiting of the numbers board and a roped area 
from the last fence to the winning post, the course 
can be improved upon for next year. 

‘One rider summed-up the three circuit course as, 
“a typical Welsh track.” However, local rider Tim 
Vaughan, aged 18, who had never ridden a double 
before let alone a treble, will always have happy 
memories of the track as he scored a hat-trick on 
Cairneymount (members), Abbey Waters (maiden 
division one) and Mountain Slave (maiden division 
three). 

‘Local farmer Bill Howells admitted to winning 
£2,000 on his mare Mountain Slave who was 
finishing a race for the first time in six starts! 

‘Another shock winner was Willchris who 
delayed the start of the confined race but, when he 
was persuaded to line up, made all the running to 
give 17-year-old Ebbw Vale schoolboy Greg

“A bad day at the 
office,” is how first 
team skipper JP 
Davies described 
Vale CC’s trip to 
Monmouth last 
Saturday.

First blood to the All Blacks... BUT 

THE LIONS CAN TURN IT 
AROUND IN SECOND TEST 





Liam Williams impressed on 
Saturday and deserves a second shot 
at lining up against the All Blacks. 




W HEN 

Warren 
Gatland 
named his team to 
face world 
champions New 
Zealand in the 
British & Irish 
Lions' first test at 
Eden Park last 
Saturday, it came 
with some 
surprises which, 
while hardly 
cataclysmic, 
certainly went 
against the 
perceived notion of 
who was likely to 
line up against the 
All Blacks in the 
opening salvo of 
this series. 

The culling of Leigh 
Halfpenny (consigned 
to replacement duties, 
his spot in the XV taken 
by countryman Liam 
Williams), George 
North (consigned to 
watching from the 
stands, his spot taken by 
Elliott Daly) and tour 
captain Sam Warburton 
(like Halfpenny taking 
his place amongst the 
bench, his role occupied 
by Peter O’Mahony) 
were bold strokes from 
a coach whose reticence 
to do so in his day job 
has irked many Wales 
fans, but who, when 
wearing the colours of 
the Lions, isn't afraid of 
making the big calls he 
feels are necessary in 
order to ensure victory 
- just ask Brian 
O’Driscoll. 

Similarly his decision 
to place Maro Itoje on 
the bench and opt for 
George Kruis and Alun 
Wyn Jones in the 
second row berths was a 
big call, not least due to

Itoje’s versatility and 
youthful dynamism, 
security in the lineout 
coming first and 
foremost in Gatland's 
mind. 

Was this a team 
capable of beating the 
All Blacks at a ground 
where they hadn’t 
previously lost since 
1994? 

On paper, and on 
form going into this 
game, arguably yes. But 
beating the All Blacks 
takes far more than just 
turning up and taking 
on what’s in front of 
you - you need the 
game environment to 
work for you not 
against you; you need to 
ensure as few mistakes 
are made as possible, 
against a team who so 
rarely make them; you 
need your players to 
deliver the game of 
their lives for the 
entirety of the game, 
not just 80 minutes 
(how often have we 
seen teams undone right 
at the end when they 
believe the hard work 
has been done?). 

In short, you need the 
perfect mix to grant you 
victory against the best 
team in the world. 

A 30-15 defeat may 
indicate that the Lions 
got it wrong, and 
certainly there were key 
things that went against 
them that didn’t help 
their cause - but equally 
there were positives, 
things to encourage that 
this Saturday’s second 
test may not be the 
coronation of the New 
Zealanders and instead 
be the cliffhanger 
ending going into the 
third and decisive test 


(played, almost for 
dramatic effect, again at 
Eden Park) a week 
Saturday. 

Gatland’s bold team 
selection had its 
moments both good and 
bad - the lack of 
concentration at two 
penalties cost them tries 
that, with Beauden 
Barrett’s on-the-day 
faultless kicking, added 
up to 14 points, while 
Liam William's dropped 
ball bounced 
fortuitously (as they 
always seem to do for 
the men in black) into 
the onrushing hands of 
Rieke Ioane, whose 
blistering pace saw him 
double his tally for the 
day (Barrett, as 
expected, adding the 
two points) to kill the 
Lions’ hopes of victory. 

It could have started 
so differently, had 
Elliott Daly (after 
Davies’ break) not been 
taken into touch only 
two minutes into the 
game, a stud away from 
setting the Lions up 
with a try. 

By the time the Lions 
did get to cross the 
whitewash, a 
tremendous break from 
Williams and good 
work from Jonathan 
Davies (twice) and Daly 
leading to Sean O’Brien 
scoring, New Zealand 
had a grip on the game 
and looked unlikely to 
let it slip. 

It meant the Lions 
had to play more open 
and expansive rugby, 
and with that the errors 
crept in, gleefully 
punished by an 
unrelenting black wave, 
and at 30-8 the Lions 
looked dead and buried, 
replacement Rhys 
Webb's converted try 
bringing some balance 
to the scoreboard if not 




the game itself. 

So what now for the 
Lions? Dramatic 
surgery to the team 
would be both 
unnecessary and unfair 
to certain players who 
gave a solid account of 
themselves, with 
Williams (who offers a 
much more attacking 
threat than the static 
Halfpenny) and Daly 
(whose big boot could 
yet become useful) 
impressing in defeat, 
with the most likely 
area for change in the 
forwards. 

Not only do you have 
the options of Itoje and 
Warburton bringing a 
different dynamic and 
(hopefully) offering 
more problems around 
the breakdown for the 
All Blacks, but you also 
have Courtney Lawes 
and Iain Henderson, 
who both impressed in 
Tuesday’s 31-31 draw 
with the Hurricanes 
(even if the latter’s 
questionable yellow 


card arguably cost the 
Lions the win). 

Tactically, against the 
All Blacks the Lions 
showed how they can 
use the skills of the 
back three with 
O'Brien’s try, the direct 
and intelligent running 
cutting up the New 
Zealand defence, and it 
will be by playing 
directly that the Lions 
stand the best chance of 
earning the win. 

By resorting to Conor 
Murray’s box-kicking 
game, the Lions are 
simply increasing the 
pressure on themselves, 
the All Blacks’ pacey 
attackers relishing the 
possession and their 
ability to turn a small 
gap into acres of space 
in a matter of seconds 
will only lead to more 
Lions suffering. 

What can’t be 
discounted is the sheer 
guile and ability of the 
New Zealand players 
who, on the day, were 
simply far too good, 


played at a far greater 
intensity and were well 
worth the win. 

It’s easy to say that 
the All Blacks are just a 
team, that they are 
human and beatable, but 
when on form as they 
were on Saturday 
there’s little you can do 
other than try and force 
the game, something 
they’ll lap up and feed 
off as demonstrated on 
Saturday, when sloppy 
Lions play was quickly 
and effectively taken 
advantage of. 

Should the All Blacks 
play like that on 
Saturday then they can 
wrap up the series win a 
week early, but if the 
Lions get in gear from 
the start and dictate the 
game then it could be 
all to play for in the 
third test and final test. 

One thing is for 
certain -it promises to 
be another epic 
encounter in Wellington.
